Folsom, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 7th day of November 1950, 
an election will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama, in the manner and 
form provided by law, upon the 
following proposed amendment to

“Jefferson County shall have 
power to levy and collect an ad- 
ditional tax of 50 cents on each

same manner and subject to the 
same election requirements as 
are now provided in the Third 
Amendment to this Constitution 
with respect to county school 
taxes; provided that in any in- 
corporated municipality where 
special or additidnal taxes are 
being levied and collected for 
ublic school purposes, includ- 
ing the servicing of debts in- 
curred for public schools, the 
additional tax herein provided 
for shall be reduced by the
